placed in one of the minor Manchu 
thouses in the Chinese city, under 
la strong guard'of Feng Yu-hsiang’s 
Lmen. For some time he was not 
jallowed to see, anyone, and was, in 
ifact, kept a close prisoner, not- 
I withstanding statements: to’ the 
contrary which appeared in an 
inspired Press. None or his re- 
latives; nor his English tutor, was 
hallowed access tohim. Afterthe 
arrival of Tuan Chi-jui and Chang 
i Tso-lin, however, the strict surves 
lapee which had at‘first been 
| maintained was relaxed a little, 
jand it was intimated to the young 
 Smperor that-he woul'd be allowed. 
Ho: select a ‘residence inthe east’ 
city. He. was even allowed to go 
for motor drives accompanied by 


_’}his English tutor, but also:accom- 


panied by. two armed retainers, 
who would perhaps be better des« 
cribed as warders, standing on the 
'runningsboards of his ‘car, “He 
was neverallowed out without this 
escort. e 

| The Emperor's. tutor, a Chinese 
‘scholar: of distinction, naturally 
ispeaks “ mandarin.” ‘fluently, and: 
| his conversations. withthe Emperor 
| during their drives. were intended 
for the ears of the guaids.. After 
the suspicions‘of the guards had 
been lulled. by several uneventful 
drives, the tutor suggested to the 
| Emperor. that» they should visit a 
hotise in the East City which 


‘i might be suitable ‘as a residence. 


| The house was duly inspected and 
jits. merits discussed. “Let us 
lyisit the photographer's shop and 
[get the prints of the Summer 
“Palace that were taken the other 
day,” said the tutor.’ 


“IN THE LEGATION QUARTER. 


According to the Protocol of

Fear of diplomatic complications 
prevented most of them from 
offering © him an, asylum; 
but -at last . the Japanese 
Legation was visited, and it'seem- 
ed possible that they might con. 
sider the matter. In the end it was 
agreed that they ‘would take him 
in; one of.the secretaries’ houses 
was made ready for his receptian, 
and' he walked over fron-the 
| German: Hospital to the Legation, 
‘I there to’ take up his residence.
